Nominated For Governor. 


SAUATOGA, K. Y.. Aug. 2-t.—Thomas 


C. Platt will probably be the nominee 
of the Republican state convention for 
governor of New York. His name will 
be presented to the convention, every 
other candidate will withdraw and he 
will bo nominated without debate. A 
reporter showed this statement to Mr. 
Platt. He thought for a few moments, 
ran his thin hand through his beard, 
and sai-1 slowly and distinctly: 


"I am not a candidate aud I do Hot 


want the office."

Ex-State Sen- 
ator Vancott was also advocating tho 
nomination of Mr. Piatt and he assert- 
ed (.hat Mr. Platt, while averse to the 
nomination, would take it if the dele- 
gates* offered it to him. in the conven- 
tion.

The util 
ity and educational value of the public 
park for the common people of the large 
cities has been long acknowledged, but 
it does not yet appesi to have occurred 
to many that a part for the rural iahab j 
itants is jifst as desirable.

could be cheaply obtained and could bs 
made an example of to show ivhat could 
be done in the "way of improving it, 
might be purchased by tbe authorities 
of each county. Donations from gener- 
ous private individuals would help tc 
beautify the grounds. There should be 
brooks and lakes. Tree planting, sod- 
ding, the laying out of walks and drives, 
the culture of floxvers and ornamental 
shrubs, should be gone into on the most 
approved principles of landscape gar- 
dening. 
From 
the county park the 


farmer and inhabitant of the rural vil- 
lage might learn how they could make 
their own smaller domains a thing of 
beauty. 


Practical lessons in forest 
culture 


should be inculcated in the county park 
by the careful cultivation of every tree 
that would grow in the given region 
A wooden inclosure .-with seats where 
great public meetings, Fourth of July 
celebrations, etc., could be held should 
always be one of the features- of the 
county park. It would be the site for 
picnic parties and social reunions of al 
kinds. In every locality those who wouJd 
take in hand the establishment of such 
a park would meet the hearty co-opera 
tion of all intelligent citizens. The park

"The castor oil plant seems to be a rank 
poison to Jill the animal world; no sort 
of bird, beast or creeping thing will 
touch it. Even a goat will starve before 
biting off a leaf, and insects that will 
eat every other green thing in sight pass 
that by. There is hardly another in- 
stance in natural history of a plant be- 
ing so universally detested by the ani- 
mal world as the castor oil plant." The 
castor plant may have snch effects 
the west, but in the east similar results 
are not obtainable, as several trials have 
conclusively proved. But in the west 
the case of Eleanor M. Lncas of Cali- 
fornia speaks for itself. She writes: 


"Moles dislike castor beans, as do 


gophers, and they have both given my 
garden a wide berth since castor beans 
were planted, although they had pre 
viousiy destroyed xaany valuable bu'bs 
and plants. In 1898 rcoles were unusu- 
ally troublesome. 
A few beans were 


tncked in my bulb bed, a favorite haunt 
for moles, others in the rose border, 
some near the violet bed and wherever 
the pests were most troublesome. A few 
moles had runs here and there, and I & 
once dropped a bean in their path. Lasl 
year I planted only a few beans to keep 
them at bay, and not a mole has been 
seen. My moss roses were being laid in 
a state of devastation by the red spider 
but since the castor vines have overshad 
owed the bosheg this tiny pest- has also 
absented itself; therefore I believe i 
detests the castor beans as all the ani- 
mal world seems to da "

Winter Storing of Onionfl* 


The winter storing of onions is al- 


ways attended with more or less loss. If 
not thoroughly cured when sorted, many 
of the bnlbs will sprout and others 


decay if they have sustained even 
it bruises in harvesting. There will 


36 more or less shrinkage and a large 
jercentage of the onions will be lost if 
:he proper care is not given to ventila- 
:iou and maintaining the desired tem- 
perature. For these and other reasons 
most growers prefer to dispose of the 
crop w» soon as possible and are willing 
to accept low prices rather than run the 
risk of loss by storage. 


It is absolutely essential for success- 


ful winter storing that the bulbs should 
be -well matured, thoroughly cured, riot 
bruised, and in a perfectly dormant 
state. Most growers prefer topping the 
onions before storing. Sheep shears can 
be used to advantage in this work, leav- 
ing abont an inch of the onion top ex- 
tending above the bulb. The sorting 
may also be done by hand or by means 
of a screen, the rods or slats of which 
diverge, letting the bulbs fall into three 
hoppers, separating the onions into three 
grades.—Pacific Rural Press. 


New System of Tree Planting. 


A new system of tree planting is in 


vogue in Nebraska, called the Leonard 
system. It consists of digging a hold 
six or eight feet square and as many 
deep or below the hardpan, or "tena- 
cious subsoil," as it is politely called 
there. The hole is then filled with sur- 
face soil. Trees arc planted upon the spol 
and are said to do better than if plantec 
on ordinary plowed ground withonl 
other preparation. The Iowa Homestead 
in this connection remarks: "TheLeon- 
ard system would be good anywhere, 
bnt why not use dynamite to make, the 
holes? Dead carcasses dropped into the 
hole would also help the future of the 
tree.

They say that free mintage 
ot silver would reduce the value of 
the silver dollar to 53 cents and rob 
the laborers. They also say, in the 
same breath, that free coinage would 
give the miner a hundred-cent silver 
dollar for 53 cents' worth ol silver. 


It is sad that the commercial press 


ol the United States should suppose 
that they can make people believe 
that the silver dollar paid to the 
laborer would be worth only 53 cents, 
wStereas the same silver dollar paid 
to the miner would be worth 100 
cents. They do not say why they 
think the silver dollar, under free 
coinage, would be worth only 53 
cents. If they mean that the mate- 
rial In the dollar determines the 
value of the dollar, how is It that 
the sOver dollar now in circulation Is 
worth 100 cents in gold"? 


There are over 50,000.000 silver 


dollars in actual circulation, and 
$250,000,000 in silver certificates., re- 
deemable only in silver dollars. All 
these certificates and dollars are on a 
par with gold, without any promise, 
expressed or implied, to redeem them 
in gold, or anything else except silver. 


If the goldites concede, what every- 


body" SHOWS, that it is the legal ten- 
der quality conferred upon the silver 
now in circulation that makes it 
good money, they are driven to the 
argument that free coinage would so 
increase the volume of circulation as 
to depreciate the value of money 
forty-seven per cent., and in that 
way reduce the purchasing power of 
the dollar to fifty-three cents. If 
they adopt this line of argument 
they mast pursue it to its logical 
eonseauence. All economists whose 
opinions are authority agree that if 
other things could remain equal, to 
double the volume of money would 
double general prices, and if the 
volume of money were cut in two 
prices would fall one-half. This ia 
because the property for sale, on one 
hand, and the money in circulation, 
on the other, are "reciprocally the 
supply and demand of each other. 


Suppose the money in circulation 


In the United States is, as reported 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
51,600,000,000. According to this, if 
other things could remain equal, it 
would require 1,600,000,000 of silver 
dollars to double the volume of circu- 
lation and double prices, and thereby 
reduce the purchasing power of the 
dollar one-half; but things could not 
remain equal if $1,600,000,000 of new 
money were added to the volume of 
circulation. The inflation of prices 
would create enormous activity in 
business of every description, and the 
demand for money would be so in- 
creased that its purchasing power 
would not be largely reduced. It 
would require at least $3,000,000,000 
of new money to reduce the purchas- 
ing power of the dollar one-half. If 
anybody doubts this assertion we 
call attentic-n to what occurred on 
the discovery of gold in California 
and Australia. There had been a 
money famine for forty years. 


The annual product of gold and 


silver which bad averaged annually 
more than $100,000,000 for three 
centuries, was reduced by the Span- 
ish American-war, which destroyed 
mining in Mexico acd South Amer- 
ica to about $40,000,000 per annum. 
From 1810 to 1850 the" purchasing 
power of money doubled and prices 
fell 50 per cent. Betweea 1850 and 
1852 the output from the mines 
was increased from $40,000,000 fto 
8220,000,000 of gold and silver. This 
enormous yield more than doubled 
the stock of precious metal on hand

in believing that free coinage will 
make a 53-cent dollar, we call upon 
them to state the reason for their 
bold assertion. This none of them 
have done, and none of them can do. 
They deal in assertions and predsc 
tions. 
They have predicted for 


twenty years that the single gold 
standard would produce prosperity. 
All their predictions have failed- 
The country has gone from bad to 
worse, until the people have come to 
know that goldites are falsa prophets, 
and that all they say should be taken 
to mean the, reverse: that when they 
predict good results from their policy, 
the people now know that evil re- 
sults are inevitable. We defy their 
predictions, and call on them for 
facts and arguments, without the 
slightest hope or expectation that 
cur call will be effectual.

Opposed to the Federalist idea was 


that of the untamed Democracy, which 
held that every man was the best gnard- 
iaa of his own fortunes, and which 
asked nothing of its "betters" but 
"plain, ordinary civility and — littla of 
that." The clerical, editorial and ora- 
torical fishwives of today cotilcl kav* 
taught the alarmed respectability of 
that time nothing in the way of abnso 
of the demagogues whose revolutionary 
doctrines were subverting the order of 
society. Bat the Democratic idoa won 
and became the basis of our system of 
government.

Even if the average milMonaiw were 


bursting with philanthropic impulses 
and never would consent to rise without 
pulling up everybody below him, it 
would still be repugnant to American 
instincts to have a crowbar inserted in 
the social fabric to iiff the top, in the 
expectation that the rest would follow. 
The more natural way is to lift every- 
thing at once by raising the base. Btit 
cases have been known in which men of 
wealth have risen without exerting 
themselves to pnll anybody else with 
them. This fact intensifies the popular 
distaste for the Republican plan of rais- 
ing society by the top. There is a prev- 
alent fear that the advantage_s bestowed 
upon the "upper classes" may not get 
themselves evenly distributed, after all. 
The masses prefer to make sure by hav- 
ing the process begin with them. — New 
York Journal

to inquire into the losses of the loj 
alists. Tho sufferers -were scat-tore 
all over tho Uuited States arid th 
British possessions, while inany c 
them were lying in English prison 
[or debts which they, had no means 
f discharging. Mimy years had 
passed away since tho majority hail 
been driven from their homes, arid 
the difficulties of inquiry and assess- 
:uent of loss were immense. It will j 
be-sufficient to say that the commis- 
sion took seven years to complete its 
task. Of cour&e only a small minor- 
ity of tho loyalists were so situated 
as to ho able to present and prove 
their claims, for the obvious open- 
ings for fn.ud vrero so great that the 
proceeding had to be of a most thor- 
ough and sometimes even offensive 
diCcripiiou.

acconnt of several that have been tamed. 
Living specimens of these tiny members 
of the feathered tribe were owned by a 
friend of mine- awhile since and exhib- 
ited in tbe window of the late proprietor 
of Taylor's saloon, • Broadway, 
Sew 


York, la fact, instances are numerous 
in which they have been kept for 
months, and even for a year, incaged, 
in England as well as in this country, 
and I believe that a large collection has 
for some time existed in the Zoological 
gardens, Regent's park, London. A 
young lady of 2few Fork has for some 
time amused herself with these delicate 
creatures as pets. They build their nests 
in the lace curtains and have raided 
little families in the parlor. There are 
plants for them to fly about in, and ev- 
ery day the florist sends a basket of 
Sowers for them to extract honey from. 
They are like little rainbows flying 
abcat the room, and they light- on ths 
head of tbeir dainty mistress with per- 
fect freedom. 


The humming birds shown in Broad- 


way were eaughc by a German, who 
succeeded in taming them very easily. 
They subsist, when caged, upon honey 
r sugar and water. He had them placed 
n little crystal cages, with pretty spray 
jerches and bnnchea of glass flowers, in 
whose cups their food was placed. Aftei 
jeing caged two months they became sc 
ame that they readily learned to thrust 
heir long, slender, threadlike tongues 
Between the lips of their keeper for the 
weets on which they subsisted. In their 
natural state they also feed upon the 
minute insects which infest flowers, aa<3 
no doubt, if this sort of food were snp- 
liiecl to them, together with honey, by 
ihose who held them in confinement, 
hey might be kept alive for as long a 
;ime as some of the more hardy pets o1 
;he aviary. 


The birds at Taylor's attracted a 


crowd of people from morning till night, 
who seemed tc never grow weary of 
watching them. They were evidently at 
that time a "new sensation" to ths 
labitues of Broadway.

flashing iridescence of their plumage, 
changing with every motion, from em- 
erald to ruby and gold, their marvelous 
delicacy of form,, their extreme rapidity 
of night, now hovering over the honey 
laden ealyi now darting, from spray to 
spray or perching upon, a twig, coquet- 
tishly pluming themselves, with theii 
long, slender beaks, they are- really ob- 
jects of grace and beanty, worthy the 
admiration of every beholder.

At a meeting of the American Asso- 


ciation of Nurserymen Professor Bailey 
stated that nursery trees should be 
grown in soil suited to produce good 
crops of almost any kind, snch as nature 
grows her trees in. Ir- ahould be rich in 
potash and phosphoric acid in available 
form and filler! with humus. They are 
constantly taking the needful mineral 
elements from the soil, putting nothing 
back, and cultivation is burning up the 
humtis. 
Gormnerciul fertilizers alone 


will not restoi'C its ability to produce 
another crop of trees as soon as tho old 
one is taken off. There must be a period 
of rest and a rotation of farm crops of 
some kind, iu which clover and stablo 
manure are plowed under to replenish 
the supply of humus. 


It is not practicable to supply the 


humus during the time of the growing 
of a crop of nursery trees, which occupy 
the ground from two to five years> by 
working in stable manure and tima 
prevent the period of rest, but that end 
catj HP r<v»ehed by growing crimson 
clover wherever it will succeed. If sown 
after nursery cultivation ceases, in the 
latter part of the summer or early fall, 
it will grow up sufficiently before- it is 
time to resume cultivation.in thespring 
to add materially to the soil humus that 
is rich in nitrogen. If properly followed 
up, the soil may be in as good condition 
for the growth of trees-air the end1 as at 
the start of, a crop of nursery stock. 


Uhderdraiuing and deep subsoil plow- 


ing will always pay, because they make 
a soil, especially if it be stiff- and large- 
ly composed of clay, loose and able to 
retain, a large store of moisture.

We may safely say that in cutting for 


stover ailow the corn to stuud as late ,-s 
pcfesiUi without losing tbc- gi>:-eun«-^s cf 
the leaves. Toe advc-nt of tht- com har- 
vester has greatly facilitated, or rather 
will facilitate, tbe gathering of th* 
fodder. Ia soiue cases last year the har- 
vester worked very satisfactorily, while. 
in others it was discarded for hand cut- 
ting. We have no doubt, however, of 
is future efficiency. These mnohinea cut 
one row as fast as the team walks and 
tie the stalks in a neat buiidta very 
convenient; for shtx-kiug and handling 
either iu feeding or shredding. There 
seems, however, to be some danger of 
the bundles molding inside. Tb* shocks 
should contain 10 to 12 hills square of 
stalks, aud, if inu-ndudtosraud for some 
time, should be lied with tarred string; 
otherwise ordinary binder twiae will 
do. 


Tnere are various contrivances- for 


cutting corn by horse power. The- most 
successful v,-e have seen working- was 
one in opc-r^.rion in Kansas two y<M«s 
ago. It wzs drawn by a single hcrse 
and cut one row by means of knives. It 
was operated by one man standing- on 
the platform and collecting the stalks 
until an armful was cut, when he would 
step off aud place it in the shock or upon 
the ground. It was really a saver uf 
tinio and labor, aud theiefore successful. 


The shredder is another machine 


which will add value to the stover. It 
enables the farmer to get more, feed for 
the stock and also to have 
more convenient and satisfactory 
for huncilirig. By shedding we obtain 
more feed from the stover while it can 
be stored in tho barn or in stacks and 
fed as couvi'UH'atly us hay. Our o<q>;ri- 
eneo wouid show that it k'-'-ps perfectly 
whc.-n shreddc-d iu the fall, which is cer- 
tainly a ranch better time for handling 
it than to bo compelled to haul direct 
from the field during the rough weather 
of wintov. Wo have found that the or-

A Pnmice Stone- 


A floating barrier of pumice stone 19 


miles long, over 1,000 yards wide and 
15 feet deep, closing a seaport to all 
vessc-ls as effectually as a boom could 
do, is not the sort of thing one- is likely 
to forget, und yet that was one of the 
results of the Krakatoa eruption, the 
port being Telofc Retcung. iu Sunda 
straits.. Formed in a few hours, it would 
almost seem to be the supremo effort of 
nature in tho pumice making line were 
it not. t-iiat such immense quantities are 
found at the bottom of the sea—a queer 
place for puniice stoue. But. pumice, 
when produced, is really heavy. It ia 
only the air cavities iu it that make it 
light, and as it flouts it becomes water 
logged and down it goes. Moat, of tho 
pumice we use in Europe comes from 
the Lipari islands, north of Sicily, "the 
homo of Vulcan,'" whence Yulcano as 
the name of one of them, and our ''vol- 
cano" as descriptive of the natural fea- 
ture of which it is the typo. Here, ate 
the pumice quarries—at Moate Chirioa 
and its craters Monte Pelata and Forgia 
Vecchia—where over 1,000 men are at 
work ia the narrow tunnels and galler- 
ies, lighted by clay lamps of antique 
form. The whole hiiisini; is perforated 
with groups of these tunnels, which 
number hoi-ween 200 and SOO aud are so 
narrow that the men can hardly puss 
each other in them. And just as coal is 
found in beds alternated with sandstone 
and shale, so the pnuiice is iu layers be- 
tweoji harder lavas aud ashes.—Leisure 
lionr.
